shelter down at 47 Cameron. street, 
who isin need of a foster home and 
who would like to get one where he 
can be sure he will not be beaten, for 
it is the fear of being beaten, with 
which his little heart has been almost 
irreparably imbued by the cruelty of 
his father, that drove him away from 
home and two years later away from 
the people who had befriended him 
making it necessary for the department 
of neglected children to take him in 
hand. 

The greatest diffieully with the lad 
seems to be that of finding sufficient 
legitimate activity to oceupy his almost 
untiring physical energies, which are 
directed by a brain swift to invent 
something new that will be aggravating 
to those around him, 

His reasoning; powers were set to 
work when he was little more than an 
infant, devising ways and means of es- 
paying the wrath of his father who 
resorted to the practice of beating him 
and his brothers and sisters on the 
slightest pretext. One day when the 
father was in a particularly eruel mood 
he used a wire whip to ehastise his 
children and whipped them until their 
little legs were bleeding. The hero of 
our story took it upon himself to lead 
his injured brothers and sisters before 
the justice of the peace with the re- 
sult that the father was prosecuted 
for his aclion. 

After spending a month or two ata 
hotel in an Alberta town the children 
were separated and little Johnnie was 
taken charge af by a neighbor of his 
father, with whom he remained for two 
years. His new home was many miles 
out in the eountry and during {he en- 
tire time he stayed there he did nat go 
to schoel, In faet during his whole 
life he has gone ta school for less than 
two weeks and the result is that at the 
age of 11 he can neither read nor write, 
The two years were spent in doing 
chores such as milking the cows and 
cleaning stables, One day early last 
spring he lit a smudge near the barn 
and the fire caught in the hay, The 
result of the escapade was another 
beating whieh so terrified the boy that 
he decided to run away to find a new 
home. He went to the house of an- 
other farmer some six miles away from 
his foster home. From there he was 
taken to the ehildren's shelter at Cal- 
gary and later was brought to Edmon- 
ton where he is now enjoying the com- 
forts of the house on Cameron street, 
Johnnie's experiences in different 
homes and the neglect to which he has 
been subjected has thrown him behind 
in the race for well developed physical 
manhood but a good home with plenty 
of fresh air, some school life and less 
hard work than he has had to hitherto, 
will do wonders for him, He is bright 
and apparently eager to learn, It is 
one of his keenest disappointments 
that he has not been able to attend 
school more regularly. 

At present there are fourteen child- 
ren in the shelter on Cameron street, 
Foster homes are being sought for a 
number of them but there are some 
who are being kept at the shelter un- 
til arrangements can be made to take 
them back into their own families.

Taxidermy a Sclence 

Aecording to Turner, taxidermy Jong 
ago ceased to be a mere stuffing of 
birds, beasts and reptile skins with 
salt, sand or sawdust, It has become 
a science to whieh art fends a hand. 

Mr. Turner, who has charge — of 
mounting the Roosevelt skins, has in- 
vented a plaster model, taking the place 
of the sawdust stuffing, over which 
the skin of the animal is — stretched. 
This model! calls for an intimate know- 
ledge of the animal, and it must be of 
exact size in order that the skin will 
fit properly. 

It is in the making of this model 
that art and science joi hands, Each 
skin to be mounted, as for example 
that of a giraffe, is carefully Ineasured 
so that the proportions and size of the 
owner in real life ean be ascertained 
as accurately as possible, Where it is 
feasible, a life member of the same 
speeles is measured so that the es- 
timation of proportions can be made 
more closely, Then a model, one- 
eighth size, is made of plaster com- 
position. * 

It is from that one-eighth — sized 
model that the real work of mounting 
is done. From it a life size model in 
clay is made, and from that casts are 
made of the body, head and legs, The 
plaster of paris of which these casts 
are made is given extra strength by 
wire netting. Only the legs and head |
